Developed Through a Civil Sult— 
Chadwick Said to Be in 
Hiding in the City 
Two Affidavits. 


Two affidavits were filed in Justice Aus- 
tin’s court yesterday morning which dis 
close both a peculiar and remarkable con- 
dition of affairs and which reffect no credit 
upon any of the parties involved. 

November 25 last. W. H. Holmes com- 
menced suit agalnst A. J. Vinton for 
#300 on a ciaim against Vinton which Chad- 
wick alleged was due him aod assigned to 
Holmes by “J. S. Chadwick per J. M. Dam- 
rou, his attorney ip fact.” | 

It seems that some time before the Dam- 
ron-Lock wood-Chad wick bubble was 
exploded last summer E. A. Gibbs 
desired to borrow some money on 
real estate security. J. 8. Chadwick en- 
deavored to secure it for him from the State 
Loan and Trust Company. Before he had 
proceeded very far in the matter, however, 
Mr. Chadwick was forced into retirement, 
owing to his disgraceful connection with 
the sbady transaction. 

Then A. J. Vinton took hold of the mat- 
ter and secured the loan, paying all of the 
necessary expenses, After the loan had 
been secured Dimron went to Gibbs and 
endeavored to collect the #300 commission 
for Chadwick. Gibbs declined to pay him 
anything, claiming that ne had paid the 
commission to Vinton, who was the party 
who had secured the loan for him. 

Then later on, and after Chadwick had 
mysteriously disappeared just the day bo- 
fore he was wanted in court to teatify 
against James M. Damron on a charge of 

forgery, be being an all-essential witness 
for the people, W. H. Holmes commenced 
this suit .gainst Vinton. The ground was 
that the plaintiff held aclaim of Chad- 
wick’s assigned to him by J. M. Damron, 
as attorney in fact,” and $300 that was to 
Vinton’s credit in the First National Bank 
was garuisheed, 

Yesterday was the day set for the trial of 
the case before Justice Austin. But the

A. J, Vinton, the defendant, filed a 
counter affidavit, in which he swore 
that J. M. Damron had himself sworn in 
open court that he was interested in the 
case; that the said Damron had taken the 
affiant Vinton to see Chadwick at a place 
where the said Chadwick had gone into 
temp: Tary retirement“ in the neighborhood | 
of Hill street, near Temple, on two occa 
sions, after beneh-warrants had been issued 
for Chadwick, owing to his failure to re- 
spond to a subpœua in the case of the 
vs. Damron. 

The affiant also alleged that Damron took 
Chadwick, in a closed carriage, from his 
place of retirement to see E. A. Gibbs; that 
the Directory did not disclose the existence 
of such a party as Dr. La Moyne, and afflant 
did not believe that such a party existed.

am often asked the question 


“When to plant trees, said Mr. 


Thompson. The answer I give is to 
plant now. As soon as the tree has be- 
come dormant so as to shed its leaves, 
it is ready to bedug up, and the 
sooner it is replanted in the place 
where it is to remain aud grow, the 
better; for as soon as the roots have 
been cut by the operation of digging, 
nature begins to restore the wound by 
healing over the ends of the roots. As 
an illustration, when we have the 
finger taken off. the 
healing is much 


process of 


quicker when the injured portion has 


been removed by the surgeon’s knife. 
The same applies to the roots of the 
tree before being planted. If planted 
soon after being dug up, that portion 
of nature’s work is not 19 by be- 
ing handled and thrown around. 

Again nature demands sufficient 
‘time to prepare the tree anew with 
roots before such time as the sap al- 
ready left in the tree brings forth 
leaves, and if planted long enough be- 
Tore the leaves start, these little roots 
Will get several inches long and there 
Will de an abundance of them, conse- 
quently the tree makes a very vigorous 


gtowth the lirstseasun. If trees have 
u reasonable amount of roots nearly 


every tree will grow. On the other 
band. it planted late, many will die 
“and those which live will attain a very 
feeble growth, and the tree will be- 


come stunted to quite an extent. 


Some people think if they get their 
trees Pie by the time the leaves 
begin to grow, they are all right. but 
this is a great mistake. Nature must 
have time for this new root process be- 


fore the tree begins to put forth leaves. 


Otherwise the tree will die, The more 
time you give it the better. I have seen 
trees planted after the leaves have 
grown to a considerable size, and a 
grand failure was the resuit. My ex- 
teaches me to plant early aad 
press the dirt well around the roots. 
are should also be taken to see that 
@ roots are spread out in as near 
, natural position as possible, as 
dirt is put around the tree.
